CHAPTER 117,

AN ACT to improve Tamarack creek, in Oneida
county, and to give M. P. Beebe and H. Cline,
their associates and assigns, certain powers and
privileges.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. M. P. Beebe and H. Cline, their as-
sociates and assigns, are hereby authorized and
empowered to improve said Tamarack creek, so
called, in Oneida county, for the purpose of facili-
tating the driving and running or floating of saw
logs and timber down said creek, from section ten,
town forty-two north, of range number nine east,
to the mouth of said creek, in town forty-one
north, range ten east. Such improvements shall
consist of the building of suitable flooding dams,
clearing and straightening the channel, closing
sloughs and otherwise so as to make the driving
and floating of saw logs down said stream easy
and successful and certain.

SECTION 2. Whenever the said M. P. Beebe and
H. Cline, their associates or assigns, shall have so
improved said creek by building flooding dams or
otherwise as aforesaid, so as to make the driving
of logs in said creek, with proper management,
reasonably certain, they shall be authorized to
charge and entitled to collect toll for the use of
each of said flooding dams at the rate of ten cents
per thousand feet board measurement, for each
and every thousand feet that are driven or floated
out of said creek and receiving the benefits of said
flooding dams.

SEcTiON 3. The said M. P. Beebe and H. Cline,
their associates and assigns, in the building and
maintaining flooding dams on said creek as afore-
said, shall have the power and right to overflow
adjoining lands for the purposes hereinbefore
mentioned, and may acquire title thereto by pur-
chase or lease, or by proceedings for condemna-
tion in the manner provided and sec forth in sec
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tion 1777, of the revised statutes, as amended by
chapter 318, of the laws of 1882.
SecrioN 4. The right to amend or repeal this Right to amend
act is hereby reserved. v e
SEctioN 5. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 118.

AN ACT to authorize and empower the Wausau
boom company to maintain its dams and works
on the Wisconsin river.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented

and maintain its present dams, sluices, canals,
cut-offs, piers, booms and works within the terri-
tory designated in its said charter and acts amend-
atory thereof, and to renew and repair the same
whenever necessary, as well as to construct and
maintain such other necessary works, within its
territory aforesaid, as shall be deemed proper to
facilitate the business of said Wausau boom com-
pany under the provisions of its said charter and
amendatory acts.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
